American babies and A m erha’s re­ 
sponsibility to her babies will this 
year be kiiown as never before, be­ 
cause the first week in March Mill be 
Baby week throughout the country/* 
said Miss Julia Lathrop, chief of the 
children's bureau of the department 
of Labor. 
Four hundred communities, repre­ 
senting every state in the I’uion, are 
planning for Baby week, so that for 
seven day > the needs pf the babies 
may be presented that all parents 
in these communities may learn a lit­ 
tle better how to care for th< ir babies 
and all the citizens may realize that 
they have a special obligation to safe­ 
guard 
the 
conditions 
surrounding 
babies. 
The Baby week idea, according to 
the children a bureau, originated in 
Chicago about two years ago. 
Then 
New York had a Baby week, and

Pittsburgh 
and

cities. 
Such practical benefit has in each 
case resulted that the General Federa­

Women’s

dertaken to promote this nation-wide 
observance. State health officials and

are giving it not only their sanction 
but their active co-operation.

Them Passable—Should Be E m ­ 
ployed Only in Emergencies.

In proportion to the 
results obtained, temporary work is al­ 
ways c, pensive and is never justified 
by ordinary conditions. 
Unusual con­ 
ditions. however, often occur to plague 
the road mail. 
For example, the clos­ 
ing of a main highway to traffic be­ 
cause of construction, repair or wash­ 
outs may suddenly throw a heavy traf­ 
fic for a short time on a little-used and 
probably unimproved byway. 
Clearly, 
In such a case temporary expedients 
are legitimate. 
Tho most common troubles met with 
In a case of this kind ar© mudholes 
and ruts lf the soil is heavy, and dust 
and loose sand if the soil is light or 
sandy. 
On a clay or gumbo road mudholes 
usually cause the most trouble. 
As 
water is absolutely necessary for the 
existence of a mudhole, any treatment, 
whether temporary or permanent in 
character, must provide for getting rid 
of the water. The first step is, there­ 
fore, to dig a trench to the side and 
allow the water and mud to drain. If

Furthermore, remove all of 
the soft mud left in the mudhole. The 
bottom of the trench should be filled
